If there is one disease more than 
any other whose appearance in a com 
munity strikes dread into the hearts 
of parents, it is Poliomyelitis, com¬ 
monly called “Infantile Paralysis.’’) 
Prior to the adoption of the treat¬ 
ment now m use this fear was well! 
founded, but fortunately it is possi¬ 
ble now, with early diagnosis and 
treatment, to prevent not only death 
but permanent crippling in the ma¬ 
jority of cases. It will be noticed 
that early diagnosis was stressed; 
that fact cannot be too frequently 
emphasized. The gerum used cannot 
bring to life the nerve cells already 
killed, it can. if given early, prevent 
the action of the disease poison on 
those cell's. There is usually a per¬ 
iod of about 48 hours between the ap 
pearance of the first symptoms and 
the paralysis. In that time the doc¬ 
tor must be called and the serum giv¬ 
en. The symtoms of poliomyelitis 
frequently resemble those of influen¬ 
za and many other of the more com¬ 
mon illnesses. 

When a case of poliomyelitis is re¬ 
ported in the community the parents 
should be particularly on guard for 
the appearance of ill-health in their 
children and if such occurs should 
immediately put them to bed and call 
their doctor, regardless of what the 
illness may be. The

It will 
be noted that these symptoms appear 
in many other diseases of childhood. 
Only your doctor can decide the cause 

Unfortunately at the present time 
we have no positive preventative 
treatment against poliomyelitis [as 
we have against diphtheria; smallpox 
and some other diseases, but when 
infantile paralysis appears in the com 
munity; usually in the .fly season, 
there are several preventative meas¬ 
ures which should immediately be in¬ 
stituted. The children should be iso¬ 
lated as much as possib'-.from other 
children. The hands should be care¬ 
fully scrubbed with soap and warm 
water several times a day. particu¬ 
larly before meals. A warm mildly 
antiseptic gargle .should be used 
twice a day. Should illness appear 
in any child, that child should be im¬ 
mediately put to bed, t the others con¬ 
fined to their yard and the doctor 
called. 

Poliomyelitis is increasingly pre¬ 
valent, it is only by the fullest co-op¬ 
eration of all residents that its 
spread can be curtailed.

SCHOOL - DAYS AGAIN 

The long holidays are almost over, teachers and pupils 
are returning to town, and another school year is upon 
us. Parents and pupils are fortunate in the fact that the 
School Board retains the same teachers from year to 
year. This is an advantage in every respect. The teach¬ 
ers familiarize themselves with the environment in which 
local children are brought up. They learn what to expect 
from the individual child and what to combat. They leam 
the little prejudices and peculiarities of the town and the 
parents, and the parents leam also the enthusiasms and 
qualities of each teacher. All this preliminary acquain¬ 
tanceship has been laid, and teachers, children and par¬ 
ents should have the advantage of a harmonious, well- 
established start on September first. 

A number of the teachers have spent part of their 
holidays at summer schools, adding to their store of 
knowledge. And all. it is safe to say, have been review¬ 
ing in their mindf*new methods of imparting their work 
"hnd new methods of interesting pupils. 

Modem education is demanding, and modem teaching 
requires the contsantly open mind. Children are better 
understood and cared for than in bygone days. There is 
more elasticity of method, more effort to vary the ap¬ 
proach to suit different aptitudes. 

Almost, all the pupils have passed into a new grade, and 
will launch into a year of further mental development. 
Some will eagerly seize upon every crumb of knowledge. 
Some will find the upward struggle hard, and it is these 
who present the real problem to the teacher, who must 
diagnose each individual case ahd provide special treat¬ 
ment. The school records of recent years, show how in¬ 
telligently the local teachers have dealt with these little 
pupils who do not conforn? to type. 

Throughout the surrounding rural districts, many 
young teachers are entering into command of their first 
schools. Some are starting with confidence, some with 
trepidation. All will be conscientiously trying to do their 
best. They will have much to leam and much to unlearn. 
While their lack of actual experience may be a handicap, 
their freshness of viewpoint and youthful enthusiasm 
will go far to counter balancing this. 

The. importance of the work of these beginners in the 
profession, should be more generally recognized. They 
come very closely into touch with their little charges, 
and the actual school work forms only a part of their 
influence and responsibility. They are concerned for the 
safe arrival of the little folk from long distance, they 
must be ready with first aid knowledge, they must see 
that the play hours are used to best advantage and in 
good sportsmanship. They are confronted with an infin¬ 
ity of little situations which must be met by them alone, 
without any guiding set of rules. * * 

That definition “A country school is a little building on 
a .ittle plot where a little teacher with little training and 
little equipment teaches little children little things,” is far 
from giving the country school its deserved place. 

As everyone knows, there is no better training ground 
for self reliance and character than the rural school and 
the numbers of eminent students and citizens who have 
been the products of tHe “little” teacher’s training, is 
proof that these new little teachers are capable of splen¬ 
did work. But splendid work can. be done only with the 
sympathetic encouragement of parents and with active 
support. 

*■ BENNETT’S MESSAGE 

In his concluding message to Parliament and the peo¬ 
ple, regarding his relief plans for the future. Preipier 
Bennett shows a strong determination to prevent need¬ 
less suffering. 

To that end, rather than deal through political chan¬ 
nels, the Government has asked the provinces to suggest 
what public works are most urgently needed and will pro¬ 
vide the greatest amount of employment. 

“Under present conditions,” said Mr. Bennett, “no true 
Canadian can cavil at such a programme, because it 
means increased employment, comfort and happiness to 
thousands of our citizens in the coming winter who would 
have had to go without the necessities of life. Nor need 
prudent citizens be unduly concerned over proposed ex¬ 
penditure; this country is solvent. If our people are as¬ 
sured of health, happiness and the means of livelihood, 
no capital disbursements, unless wantonly made, can im¬ 
pede our national fortunes built up by hard and intelli¬ 
gent working out of the vast riches which are our heri¬ 
tage. 

Not that I 4ould urge the people of this country to nbr 
ture unfounded hopes; anxious times are yet ahead, and 
hard work and patience and self denial are needed to 
bring good times out of them. But I hold that if we 
steadfastly maintain our belief in our destiny, which we 
do, and are prepared to meet the future with courage, 
which we are, then in this testing time we may fortify 
ourselves with the knowledge that following close upon 
the conditions of today will come an era of true prosper¬ 
ity, fore-ordained, to those who have not swerved in their 
faith in themselves and their country. 

Mr. Bennett made it clear that the comprehensive 
scheme of federal undertakings would not absolve the 
provinces and municipalities from the responsibility for 
setting up local committees to deal with relief. 

NO MORATORIUM 

There was general relief when it was decided by the U. 
F.A. members and executive that there ahould be no mor¬ 
atorium for Alberta. Generous protection has been afford¬ 
ed needy farmers by the Debt. Adjustment Act, and the 
operations of the Debt Adjustment Bureau have been ex¬ 
tended to guard the interests of all farmers seeking inter¬ 
vention. 

If a moratorium had been declared it would have been 
a very serious discouragement to outside investors in Al¬ 
berta. Investors must have security, that they will be giv¬ 
en protection in difficult times otherwise they would re¬ 
main aloof from the province. 

Creditors undoubtedly have rights and on the whole, 
there has been fair consideration shown by loan compan¬ 
ies. merchants and so on to the farmer in his difficulties. 

It would have struck the general public as unfair, if the 
U.F.A. government had decided to shield the farmer pop¬ 
ulation at the expense of legitimate creditors. 


WHEAT AND WAGES 

■— •t# i i 

Although it is undoubtedly early in the harvest season 
to comment on the attitude of the laborer to his hire, yet 
one phase at the present writing is worthy of mention. 
Men from every walk of life are clamoring for work at 
$1.00 to $1.50 per day and, according to report are giving 
good service. Amongst these laborers are men who in 
earlier, brighter days were white collar men, .used to 
eight hour days and to a peaceful, regular routine of life 
Now they are eager to get a chance to work from sun up 
to sundown at a smaller wage than ever was considered 
possible in modem times. Most of them realize that they 
are being paid all, or more than, the farmer can afford 
and they accept conditions philosophically. 

To be sure there is the sprinkling of so-called commun¬ 
ist element. An informal meeting was held last Satur¬ 
day night, to stand out for $2.50 a day, but it petered 
out and apparently got no backing. 

In the light of this present attitude, it is interesting to 
recall the tempests of last year. A year ago, the initial 
wheat payment was 60 cents and wages ran from 30 to 40 
cents an acre. A pretty general wage was 3.00 a day 
and board and more than that, if a man was a fast work¬ 
er. Yet at that, there were protests, and local people will 
recall the group of harvesters who demanded their $3.00 
wage and denounced in forcible fashion all who were wil¬ 
ling to go into the fields for $2.50. There was a good 
deal of oratory on a man’s worth and so on. 

This year, with wages cut from one half to two thirds 
there apparently is less bucking and quite as good service. 

No one is readier to admit than the farmer himself, 
that the present wage scale is quite inadequate, but what 
can he do in the face of a 35 cent initial payment, and no 
definite prospects ahead? He can scarely afford to have a 
crop or take off a crop. The farmer and the laborer and, 
in consequence, the small town merchant are all carrying 
on under difficulties. 

If the relative prices of other commodities bore any re¬ 
lation to the prices which the farmer receives, or the la¬ 
borer receives, everything would run along very smooth¬ 
ly. But unfortunately this is far from being so. 

Have the goods which the farmer and laborer are oblig¬ 
ed to buy, come down in proportion? Is there any neces¬ 
sity in the line of meat, groceries, blankets, clothing, 
hardware, and boots which has dropped 60 to 66 per cent. 

1 and still maintained its quality? According to statistics, 
1 a drop of 15 per cent, over all the commodities is a reas- 
1 onable estimate. Yet the laborer requires as much food 
as in the days when wheat was $1.50 a bushel and he was 
getting $4.50 to $5.00 a day. He needs the same outfit to 
go harvesting. The farmer needs the same amount of 
supplies, fuel, twine, machinery of all sorts. If he has to 
borrow money to meet expenses, have interest rates drop 
ped in proportion to wheat? 

It is freely granted that in most instances the retailer 
is cutting his prices to thp limit of reason, content with 
minimum profit. But the fact remains that there is still 
a serious difference between what the farmer sells and 
what he buys. The root of the trouble lies beyond the re¬ 
tailer and there must be some re-adjustment before buy¬ 
ing power is restored. 

In the good old days, the country harvest was also town 
harvest, on the prairies. Business boomed wjiile the har¬ 
vester population was amongst us. requiring food and 
clothing and spending his money. _ 

The .#yle of these free spending old customers is badly 
cramped this fall, and while the small towns will no doubt 
get all he makes, yet this will be very much less than in 
previous years. 

THE ELASTIC TABLE 

A fast disappearing piece of furniture, which may be 
considered of Early Alberta period, and which will soon 
be hunted down as an antique, is the big home-run circu¬ 
lar table of early ranching days. This, in the minds of 
many, is the finest piece of furniture ever- created, and 
around it hovers the memory of the old democratic days 
of unlimited hospitality, when every travel worn stranger 
was invited to draw up and eat. 

It is, or was, circular, seemingly of elastic circumfer¬ 
ence and actually as big as room accommodation would 
stand. In the centre and swinging on a pivot, was a sec¬ 
ond storey on which all the grub was piled. On the sta¬ 
tionary lower floor were placed the plates, the knives and 
forks, the cup and saucer. On the upper deck in alluring 
array was parked the entire larder. 

All need for idle table talk was eliminated, because in¬ 
stead of saying “please pass the so and so,” it was only 
necessary to locate the required article, give the table a 
flip, and round came the sugar or pie or mashed potatoes 
or what have you.To sit at such a table was a never ending 
adventure, especially if a dozen hungry hombres also sat 
in. Would the pie last out, or would some other pilgrims 
reach out and stop it before you could wangle it round to 
your own particular segment? And what about the choc¬ 
olate cake? 

Everyone has experienced that reluctance to ask for 
things—especially the third or fourths helping. But take 
a good table full of folks and you could twirl the top 
deck to your heart’s content, and nobody ever noticed. It 
was perpetually on the move. 

This capacious piece of furniture, must have had an 
especial charm in the old days, when everyone who arriv¬ 
ed at a ranch, must have come a long distance with trav¬ 
el slow. There was always room for one more chair and- 
one more plate, and the storey—at least in more recent 
days—was always bounteously laden. 

With the coming of certain elegancies of life, the old 
home-made furniture has been relegated pretty much to 
the bunkhouses or demolished. There are a very few 
that we know of that have actually survived, but they no 
longer occupy that place of honor which they deserve. 

They are emblematic of old ranch hospitality, and if we 
had our way they would have their place on Alberta’s coat 
of arms. 

TO TURN BACKWARD 

Lest we forget it would be well to remind ourselves that 
Christianity is the basis of our moral code; that through 
its teachings the old Adomonic code of “an-eye-for-an- 
eye” was changed to that of the “brotherhood of man,” 
the fundamental principle on which the British Empire 
has been built. All her institutions and her very consti¬ 
tution are based upon it This Christian-derived strength 
has permeated every part of the empire; it has created a 
sense of securityGn the minds of people steeped for ages 
in the lowest depths of slavery and superstition, and giv¬ 
en them confidence in a new ideal of national life. It 
has made white men exile themselves for the best part 
of their lives to the uttermost parts of the earth so that 
.he British flag might be respected 1 through their sense 
of Christian duty. And the self-governing dominions are 
drawn by this same Christian magnet closer to the moth¬ 
erland, because in accepting the responsibility of autono¬ 
my each adopted the same principles which underlie the 
British constitution—the principles of true liberty and 
real justice in accordance with the teachings of Christ 
Himself. 

Canada’s oirile manhood, in common with the 
rest of the world, is being tested. There is a strain every¬ 
where between self-interest and the interest of the com¬ 
munity; and there is only one standard "by which the 
strain can be lessened and’ relieved—the standard of 
Christian brotherhood, as laid down in Mr. Nesbitt’s time¬ 
ly and opportune appeal. Nothing less will-miffice. Sure¬ 
ly if righteousness exalteth a nation it also exalteth the 
individual.—Municipal Review of Canada.
